"We  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  herewith,  the  an- 
nual report  of  the  Selectmen  and  Treasurer,  also  the 
various  other  Town  Officers  and  Committees,  and  the  an- 
nual report  of  the  School  Board,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
January  31,  1922.

"We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $1,600.00 
Memorial  Day :  As  will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  the 
Memorial  Day  Committee  it  will  be  necessary  to  ap- 
propriate at  least  $40.00. 


Public  Library :  The  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library 
recommend  an  appropriation  of  $200.00. 

Old  Home  Day :  We  believe  that  Old  Home  Day  should 
be  observed  each  year  and  recommend  that  the  usual 
appropriation  of  $100.00  be  made. 

Highways  and  Bridges : 

Maintaining  country  highways  is  becoming  more  difficult 
each  year,  owing  to  the  increased  automobile  traffic. 
During  the  past  year  we  have  had  several  dangerous 
places  railed,  strengthened  weak  bridges,  and  con- 
siderable money  was  spent  for  cutting  bushes,  with 
a  view  to  making  our  roads  safer  and  thereby  lessen 
the  Town's  liability. 

We  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $6,500.00  be 
made  for  this  department. 

Trunk  Line  Construction: 

As  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  Winnepesaukee  Road 
is  constantly  increasing,  we  believe  that  it  is  desir- 
able that  an  effort  be  made  to  complete  the  construc- 
tion of  this  road  as  quickly  as  possible,  and  thereby 
lessen  the  cost  of  maintenance.  Your  Selectmen  rec- 
ommend that  the  Town  vote  to  continue  State  Aid, 
and  that  authority  be  given  them  to  accept  a  prop- 
osition for  Federal  Aid,  this  year. 

Cement  Bridge : 

Early  last  Spring  we  discovered  that  the  wooden  bridge 
at  the  Villa.ge  known  as  the  "Sawmill  Bridge"  was 
unsafe,  and  after  careful  consideration  decided  that 
the  wisest  policy  was  to  build  a  cement  bridge.  This 
was  done  at  a  cost  of  $2,249.42. 


Our  State  and  County  taxes  will  be  a  little  less  this  year 
than  last,  approximately  $4,600.00.  "We  should  be 
very  careful  in  making  appropriations,  that  the  total 
is  not  as  large  as  that  of  last  year,  for  it  is  reason- 
ably sure  that  the  inventory  v^ill  decrease  rather  than 
increase  this  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Gilford : 

During  the  school  year  which  ended  last  June  there 
were  127  different  pupils  registered  in  our  schools.  The 
average  membership  in  all  schools  was  99.  The  percent  of 
attendance  was  90.  All  the  schools  were  in  session  the  full 
school  year  of  36  weeks.  The  attendance  in  general  was 
good.  Two  pupils,  Emmel  Dockham  and  Lillian  Johnson 
of  the  No.  Twelve  school,  had  perfect  records,  being 
neither  absent  nor  tardy  for  the  entire  year. 

The  present  enrollment  is  90.  In  addition  there  are 
twenty-four  pupils  from  Gilford  in  attendance  at  high 
schools.      A  list  of  these  pupils  should  be  of  interest.

It  is  certainly  very  much  to  the  credit  of  Gilford  tO' 
have  so  many  children  doing  high  school  work  from  no 
larger  school  population.    The  cost  to  the  district  for  the 
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tuition  of  these  pupils  will  be  some  over  $1100.00  this 
year. 

Only  two  teachers  who  were  with  us  a  year  ago  are 
now  teaching  in  this  district,  Mrs.  Randlett  at  the  Village 
and  Miss  Hunt  at  the  Intervale.  Miss  Evelyn  MacEwen 
succeeded  Miss  Doe  at  Liberty  Hill  in  September.  Miss 
MacEwen  came  to  us  with  no  experience  but  with  a 
summer 's  training  at  Plymouth.  She  has  been  doing  very 
good  work.  Miss  Velma  Wairburton  succeeded  Mrs. 
Foster  at  Lily  Pond  and  has  won  the  confidence  of  the 
community.  Miss  Dow  returned  to  No.  Twelve  to  work 
out  her  notice  of  four  weeks  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss 
Marjorie  Estes,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Normal  last  June. 
Miss  Estes  resigned  the  first  of  January  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Miss  Roxey  Mitchell.  Miss  Mitchell  is  prov- 
ing a  success  in  this  position.  We  were  very  fortunate 
in  securing  Mrs.  Gertrude  Bartlett  for  the  Lake  Shore 
Park  school.  Miss  Bartlett 's  schools  are  always  a  credit 
to  her.  "We  were  delayed  in  opening  the  East  Gilford 
school  for  want  of  a  boarding-place  for  the  teacher  and 
also  for  the  want  of  a  teacher.  Miss  Rosa  Grant,  who 
had  taught  this  school  for  several  years  declined  a  re- 
election. Finally  Mr.  Joseph  Buckingham  was  secured  for 
this  position.  His  coming  has  proved  the  solution  of 
part  of  the  problems  of  this  school.

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There  is  much  evidence  of  interest  and  devotion  on 
the  part  of  our  teachers  this  year.  I  have  invariably 
found  an  excellent  spirit.  There  has  been  a  marked  im- 
provement in  the  quality  of  the  work  in  nearly  all  the 
schools. 

In  November  State  Commissioner  of  Education  Butter- 
tield  held  a  teachers'  institute  at  Gilford  Village.  This  in- 
stitute was  designed  primarily  for  teachers  of  rural 
schools.  All  but  one  of  our  teachers  v^ere  present  and 
also  some  ten  teachers  from  other  districts.  This  proved 
to  be  a  most  helpful  meeting. 

Five  pupils  completed  the  work  of  the  eighth  grade 
in  June  and  were  certified  for  admission  to  a  high  school. 
They  were  as  follows :  Lake  Shore  Park — Irving  Ames ; 
No.  Twelve — Emmel  Dockham,  Alvin  Hobbs.  Edward 
Hobbs;  Village — Milo  Bacon,  Three  of  these  children 
entered  high  school  in  September. 

Miss  Mary  E.  Davis,  school  nurse  in  Tilton,  made  an 
examination  of  all  the  school  children  last  spring  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  regulations  of  the  state  board.  An- 
other examination  will  be  made  this  next  spring  term. 
Reports  are  made  to  parents  of  physical  defects  found. 
To  accomplish  the  most  good  two  examinations  should  be 
made  a  year,  one  in  the  fall  and  another  in  the  spring. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  financial  report  of  the 
school  board  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30  last,  which 
is  given  somewhat  in  detail,  to  the  financial  statement  for 
the  period  from  July  1,  1921,  to  February  1,  1922,  and  to 
the  estimates  of  the  amounts  needed  for  the  fiscal  year  be- 
ginning July  1,  1922.  Gilford  received  last  year  as  its 
share  of  the  equalization  fund  (state  aid)  the  sum  of 
$926.09.  This  allotment  was  made  to  be  used  for  certain 
specific  purposes,  and  could  be  used  for  no  other  purposes. 
At  the  close  of  the  year  $184.87  of  this  amount  had  not 
been  used  for  the  specified  purposes  and  was  therefore  a 
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credit  to  the  state  board.  In  other  words  the  district 
owed  the  state  $184.87.  The  last  legislature  revised  the 
school  law  liraiting'to  a  fixed  sum  the  amount  of  money 
available  for  state  aid.  The  state  board  approved  of  our 
budget  this  year  which  called  for  $713.19  state  aid,  but 
our  actual  allotment  was  only  $217.42,  a  reduced  amount 
due  to  lack  of  funds  and  the  fact  that  Gilford  does  not 
come  into  what  is  known  as  group  A  of  school  districts. 
As  the  district  owed  the  state  $184.87  the  state  board  paid 
us  the  difference  between  this  sum  and  $217.42,  namely 
$32.55. 

The  statement  of  the  school  board  shows  a  balance  of 
$3,510.10  available  to  meet  the  necessary  expenditures 
for  the  remainder  of  the  year.  A  careful  estimate  places 
the  probable  expenditures  at  about  $4,000.00.  In  order 
to  meet  its  obligations  the  school  board  asks  for  a  de- 
ficiency appropriation  of  $500.00.
